2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2M3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a process for 
treating a reverse osmosis membrane with a biocide comprising contacting the membrane with an oxidizing halogen biocide in 
combined form, which slowly releases halogen to disinfect the membrane and prevent biofilm on the membrane. 

Claims 6-12 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a process for 
treating water with a reverse osmosis membrane for desalination of the water, comprising contacting the water upstream from the 
membrane with an oxidizing halogen biocide, wherein the biocide contains an oxidizing halogen in combined form which slowly 
releases halogen to disinfect the membrane and prevent biofilm on the membrane. 

Claims 1-17 meet the criteria as defined under PCT Article 33(4).
